STEP #1 : Install the card and drivers

Total Capture Application 

1. After installing the 1394-to-Go™ drivers, choose Programs - Margi Total Capture from the 
Start menu.

Understanding the Playback Buttons 



Select either "Video" or "Still Frame" icon on the left side of the panel and click the 
RECORD button to start the capture. Click on the RECORD button again to stop. 



BEGIN will take you back to the beginning of the capture video while playing back. 

REWIND your DV tape or the playback clip. 

PLAY your DV tape playback. 

FAST FORWARD your DV tape or the playback clip. 

PAUSE your DV tape or the playback clip. 

STOP your DV tape or the playback clip. 
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How to Use the Total Capture Options 

From the Total Capture panel, click the OPTIONS button to get into the Total Capture Options 
menu. 



General 

• Capture sources : Select other capture sources if there are more than one video capture 
devices or audio devices. 

• When Record is pressed start capturing... : Select "...after a confirmation dialog" if would 
like to be prompted before starting the capture process. 

• GUI (Graphic User Interface) -- Control Panel : Select either the Total Capture panel (GUI) 
or the Video window to be always "on-top". 

• Video Source : Select S-Vide, Composite or TV Tuner for video input. 



Capture Format 

• Video : Display of the current setting of the VIDEO format for capture. 

• Audio : Display of the current setting of the AUDIO format for capture.

1 . "Video Capture Filer..." : Adjust the color controls (Brightness, Contrast, Hue and

Video File 

• Default Folder : Click "Change..." to set other folder for the default location to store capture 
video. 

• Pre-al locate file space : Allocate the amount of disk space that is set aside for the capture 
file. 

• Limit file size : Select the file size limitation either with TIME (in seconds) or SIZE (in MB). 



Still Frame File 

• Default Folder : Click "Change..." to set other folder for the default location to store capture 
still image. 

• Auto save frame sequence : Set multiple frames to be captured by setting the root filename 
and the ending number. 



Advanced 

• Capture : Set the maximum drop rate during the capturing process. "0" is the default setting. 

• Conflicts : Select to DISABLE the following options: 

1 . Suspend/resume request 

2. Screen saver. 

3. Energy saved mode. 



Procedure to capture a Video clip 

1 . After launching the Total Capture application and get "live" video and audio, select to highlight the 
"Camcorder" icon on the left hand side of the panel. 

2. Click on the PLAY button to start the video from your DV camcorder. 

3. Click on the RECORD button to start capturing the video clip. 

4. Click on the RECORD button again to stop the capturing process. 

5. From the Video Window, select "Videol" tab to playback the capture video. 

6. Click the "Save" button to save into a file (*.AVI) 



Procedure to capture a Still Frame 

1 . After launching the Total Capture application and get "live" video and audio, select to highlight the 
"Camera" icon on the left hand side of the panel. 

2. Click on the PLAY button to start the video from your DV camcorder. 

3. Click on the RECORD button to capture a still image. 

4. From the Video Window, select "Frame 1" tab to view the capture still image. 

5. Click the "Save" button to save into a file (*.BMP). 



How to Use the TV Remote Control 

• Channel Select : Click on the desired numbers to manually enter the channel. 

• Country : Select the nearest country for local reception of either NTSC or PAL. 

• Scan Good Channels : Click "Scan Now" button to automatically scan local channels for viewing.

4. Double click on the "Add/Remove Programs" icon. 

5. From the list of software titles, choose "MARGI Systems Total Capture", then click on Add/Remove.... 

6. Follow the onscreen instructions for removal of the drivers.

Glossary of Terms 



• Card and Socket Services - A set of software interfaces that automatically detect insertion and 
removal on PCMCIA cards and allocates the appropriate computer resources. 

• IEEE 1394 - Also known as FireWire, for high-speed serial devices such as digital video and digital 
audio editing equipment. Its scalability defines 100, 200, and 400 Mbps devices and can support 
the multiple speeds on a single bus. IEEE 1394 is a peer-to-peer interface. 

• CardBus - A faster, 32-bit bus version of the PCMCIA standard (older PC Cards are only 16-bit). It 
supports speeds up to 33 Mhz, and it has some other cool features like bus mastering. Its higher 
data rates are ideal for uses like fast Ethernet or, say, FireWire PC Cards. It is important to 
recognize that older, non CardBus cards do work in CardBus slots. It simply gives you the option to 
use faster cards. 

• PCMCIA - Personal Computer Memory Card International Association - This is the organization 
responsible setting the standards followed by any card that bears this name. These standards 
describe things like physical characteristics and electrical specifications. 

• DV (Digital Video) - DV produces full-size, full-motion video of 720 x 480 pixels at 30 frames person 
second. The digital format provides a perfect copy of the original video, with no dropped frames. 

• Hot Plug-and-Play - Devices can be added and removed while the bus is active.
